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NE memorablé day in June, 1903, at 


our home on the den Horn, we 
took u our local new T, 
Tie Levant Herald, and we read in an 


obscure paragraph a brief notice of the sudden 
death of the King and Queen of Serbia. The 
word “ assassination” in connection -with 
any royal sonage was uot allowed by 
Abdul Hamid to appear in any newspaper, 
under pain of heavy penalties. So, utterly 
| mystified, we had to wait for our English 

Times before we knew of the terrible tragedy 
that had taken place in Serbia, and this was 
the foul murder by the mitary authorities 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga. 

The only crimes alleged against them were 
that the Queen, though a good and virtuous 
woman, was of humble origin, having been 
the widow of an engineer, and that “á had 
borne no heir to the King. The King was 
held to be guilty beeanse he refused to send 
away his beautiful Queen, to whom he was 
devotedly attached, and he died defending 
her, both. their.-bodies being riddled with 
bullets. 

He was the last of the Obrenovitch line. 
and was succeeded by King Peter, a prince 
of the Karageorgevitch line, whose . second 


son, Alexander, is now the reigning 
Monarch. The founder of the d tte 
in 1804 was a poor swineherd, who 


could not sign his own name. .By ‘reason of 
his swarthy features and gloomy rature he 
was known ay.“ Kara” (or Black) -Georec. 
Many and various were the viciesitudes of the 
Serbs before they gained complete freedom 
from Turkish rule, but. in 1878 the absolute 
independence .of, Serbia was recognised by the 
Treaty of Berlin. : 

King Alexander 11. is a grandson (on his 
mother’s side) of the late King Nicholas cf 
Montenegro, and a nephew ‘of the: Queen of 
Italy. He has married Princess Marie of 
Rumania, and is thus connected by marriage 
with the British Royal Family. The birth 
recently of a son and heir is’a cause of great 
rejoicing, and the Duke of York. who last 
year was present at the wedding of the King 
and Queen, acted as sponsor at the christening 
ceremonies. 

The Royal infant will succeed to a very 
much larger kingd«m than his father did. for 
Serbia; like Rumania, gaired immensely both 
in land and population by the Great War. 
The Kingdom the Serbs, Croats, and 
Slovenes came into being with the collapse of 
Austria, aud on the voluntary. union 
of its Wugo-Slav territories with the 
former Kingdoms of Serbia and Monte- 
negro. Its constituent parts are Serbia,

NOVEMBER IN THE GARDEN. .- 


(BY HORTENSIS.) 


OUR true gardener is a philosopher, and, 

4 é as such, your casual pity when winds 
blow cold is wasted upon him. For he 

looks at life from so obtuse an angle in com- 
parison with the business man and the in- 
door worker that it is smal] wonder if these 
fail to understand him. In autumn the dii- 
ference in outlook is more widely marked 
than at other times, for he sets store by 
curious things which to ordinary folk are 


mere incumbrances and _ untidynesses—for 
example, mud, dead Jeaves, manure, and 
even bones. To the general mud is certainly 


a nuisance, and to the housewife the bane 
of life. Leaves are grateful íor shade in 
summer, beautiful in tint in autumn,. but 
damp and unpleasant as soon as they leave 
the tree, and only fit to be swept up and 
thrown away, 

The gardener seldom throws away, but 
uses the most unlikely matter to his ends. 
To him the mud and dead leaves, careiully 


blended, are more precious than gold dust. 
For, after all, his work in life is to grow 
things, and what self-respecting plant but 
would flourish ‘in leaf soi] and reject the gold 
dust ’ 

The less said about manure and bones the 
betier; they are things best buried at once. 
The gardener does not’ agree. but, then, he 
rarely does, and it is wiser not to get. into 
an argument with him, for who shall say that 
his philosophy is not the true one; and, if so, 
then woe to the seekers after gold dust. At 
any rate, no one can accuse the gardener cf 
“ profiteering.” for. who could ‘* profiteer ” in 
mud and leaves? 

Now, however, his mind is set ou matters 
of high importance. The autumn is, so to 
speak, his field day. The quality of next 
year's crops is, to a large extent, dependent 
on the autumn’s preparations, and time is on 
his side. First of all comes the clearing of 
summer's trappings, and let that be done with 
all speed and some. care. To the bonfire 
with newspaper and a good armful of dry 
sticks or kindling of some description. Then, 
let all diseased plants, leaves, or other matters 
be cremated with all speed; also weeds that 
are in the process of seeding. and perennials 
such as dandelions, docks, and that old enemy 
the scutch grass, and let their good

ash be preserved in a dry. place for ferti- 


lising their successors. _ Do, uot, showever, 
burn the good tops of perennials, the relics 
of snapdragon and summer aster. the French 
beau, and beet tops.. ‘These are all of value, 
and may be incorporated in the compost heaps 
in company with those dead leaves, grass 
mowings and other -remains of summer s 
glories.. Let lime be: sprinkled at intervals, 
and if the heap be made up square, and 
covered in with soil, it will prove a veritable 
God-send wehn ground falls vacant and mamure 
is scarce. : 

Aiter. the clearing the digging. may be 
embarked upon with a clear conscience, and 
the sooner it can be accomplished “-the' better 
for all concerned. Ground that has: not been 
deeply dug for the last few years should be 


| trenched three spits deep, and plenty.of rotten 


manure should be placed between: the first 
and second spits. and if the soil is heavy 
the surface should be left rough for the frost 
to break it down and lighten it. W here 
cabbages and other greens have been grown 
a dressing of lime or of basic slag should be 
given in spring before sowing time. 

The ashes from the bonfire will be a wel- 
come addition to a seed bed, or to any ground 
that is being prepared for spring crops; but, 
like the lime, it is best apphed in spring. 

The ground among iruit trees need special 
altention as to cleanliness, fér most of their 
enemies love to spend ‘the winter in heaps of 
leaves, weeds, or other rubbish, as near as 
possible to their prey. 

If the ground be lightly forked among trees 
and bushes, to give the birds a ‘chance to 
forage, and a dressing of lime he given in 
spring, and if grease bards be put round the 
tree trunks at once, the pests will not have 
everything their own way. 

Pruning should then be taken in hand. and 
all dead branches and twigs cut out with a 
relentless hand, for they a!l are a favourite 
haunt of pests. 

All dead twigs and prunings should, there- 
fore, be burnt withont delay. 

Raspberries and logauberries should have 
their old canes removed as soon as possible, if 
this has not been already done. Then atten- 
tion should be turned to the carrants—black 
first, then ‘red and white:

The bierkeller iv usually a dimly-lit. roomy 


vault, situated beneath some important build- 
ing.

are distinguished from common beer cellars 


by their name of Lathskeller (Rathaus— 
Town-hall), and very often possess traditions 
and legendary fame which date far back in 
time. The céllar is usually panelled in dark 
oak, and the vaulted ceiling is lined with 
planks and rafters of the same wood. Around 
the walls rows and rows of ancient casks are 
stacked; the dust is seldom swept from thern, 
aud in the dark recesses of. the raftered. ceil- 
ing century-old cob-webs offer testimony to 
the long-establishment of the place. The 
tables and benches are substantial and well- 
There is an appearance of solidity and

tradition about the whole place. Behind a 
gounter at the far end oí the room Her 


Wirth (mine host!) sits on a high stool in 
his shirt: sleeves and skull cap. The long 
Bavarian pipé which he smokes has a huge 
china or wooden bowl.

The hardest drinker was appointed ** presi- | 
dent’ for the night, pipes and cigars were | 
produced, decks were cleared for action. At | 
these drinking parties it was a 
honour that one should be the consumer of | 
the largest quantity of beer. So long as a | 
man could blink an eye-lid he was not con- | 
sidered drunk. These parties still are held 

by the richer students, but they are not so 

frequent or sv lively as in pre-war days. 

The beer is served in large stone-ware jugs 
or tankards, which are closed with a hinged 
metal lid. On the side of the jug some little 
sententioug or sentimental verse usually is 
inscribed; and the jug rests on a little mat 
of absorbent card-board, which is similarly 
decorated. A custom which is observed 
rigorously is connected with the method of 
lhiiting the jug to the mouth. If the drinker 
opens the lid before the jug is near his 
mouth, or leaves it open after he has drunk, 
the gthers quickly stack their jugs on top of 
his open juz and the victim must pay for 
drmks for everybody. .The student who 
drinks most without ‘‘ going under the table ” 
is elected president for the next night. 

These carousers have an enormous c2pacity. 
I have seen as many as thirty-five tankards 
drunk by one man in a single night, and a 
tankard usually holds one litre. Towards mid- 
night the cellar resounds with noise. The 
students are bawling sentimental or obscene 
songs, every Man singing a song of his own 
and trying to sing the others down. An 
earnest ‘expression is to be seen on every 
face. Pleasure is a serious business with 
them. Every face is criss-crossed with sabre 
wounds which have been received in the 
absurd duels of the corps. For the novitiate 
must fight so many duels of a certain kind 
before he is admitted as a full member. In 
these duels his whole body, except his fore- 
head and cheeks, is marked, so that he is 
vulnerable only in these spots. Under the 
smoke-hazed light these proud imsignia of 
doughtiness add an evil element to the heavy 
foul and bloated features of the drinkers. 
Gradually some of the party fall asleep, some 
stagger out of the premises and go. singing 
drunkenly along the streets, while the others 
sit on and sing and quarrel until the light 
of dawn. 

The waiters in these beer-cellars are long- 
suffering but curiously happy mortals. 
Sometimes their faces are painted green or 
red by those who are reckoned the humour- 
ists of the drinking partv. Sometimes they 
are given & mock trial and are hanged. Some- 
times they are stripped naked and sent fun- 
ning for their lives out of the place to satisfy 
the peculiar humour of their patrons, But. 
being good old imperialists themselves, they 
like it, and seem to thrive on such treatment. 


CRITICISMS OF JUVENAL. |

“Some Recent Criticisms of Juvena] ” was 
the subject oí a paper read by Mr. S. G. 
Owen, M.A., Student oí Christ Church, 
Oxford, at the “opening meeting of the 
eighteenth session oí the College Classical 
Society at Dublin University. last night. 
Professor Louis Claude Purser, 8.F.,T.C.D., 
presided. : 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Owen said 
that Juvenal was not only. omitted entirely 
from Garrod’s “Oxford Book of Latin Verse,” 
but Garrod said that Juvenal had no place 
among the great poets. ‘‘He wants two 
ualities cssential to great poetry—truth and 
umanity.” Als, Garrod spoke of ‘‘the 
complete unreality of his moral code,’ and 
his *‘ rhetoric which for ever just misses the 
fine effects which it laboriously calculates.’’ 
These views seemed to him to be wrong. 
On matters historical, geographical, etc., 
Juvenal was accurate and truthful; hence it 
was fair to argue that on moral questions 
he did not talk loosely, and therefore that 
his indictment of the vices and follies of his 
time was truthful. 

Because Juvenal had little to say of the 
better side of Roman life, that did not justify 
the charge that he was one-sided and un- 
truthful. As a moralist and satirist, his 
purpose was to criticise what was wrong; 
to represent and eulogise what waa right 
was beside his aim. Juvenal had a high 
moral tone. He pleaded for simplicity of 
life, and denounced luxury, and especially 
gluttony. He pleaded for honesty, and 
denounced the unscrupulous means adopted 
to amass wealth by forgery, fraud, legacy- 
hunting, and encroachments on property. 

On the great mora! questions he spoke with 
a true and no uncertain note. He condemned 
self-indulgence and vice; he reverenced the 
austere virtues of ancient times. He taught 
that what they should pray for was a 
courageous heart that scorned death, and 
was to sacrifice life for‘honour. His 
moral code was not unreal. It wag rather 
the code of all good men. 

Moreover, he was a poet, and a great poet. 
He we not one a poet, bee! asa ma 
ing and original poet of the pire. He 
i the most read, and his influence was the 
roost —. (Applause. )

when he wandered from the point..

MR. YEATS AND THE 
ABBEY. 


Senator W. B. Yeats lectured on “ The 


Irish Dramatic Movement’’ last evening at 
the Ritz Café, Grafton street, Dublin. 


Miss Cunningham, Warden of Trinity Hall, 


occupied the chair at this, the first public 
meeting of the Dublin University Elizabethan 
Literary and Debating Society, which was 
founded recently. 


Mr. Yeats began by telling of the movement 
that led up to the foundation of the Abbey 
Theatre. ‘the plays produced at the Abbey 


were not written by professional dramatists 
or literary men; they were written by the 
people and acted by the people, and the sub- 
ject of the plays was taken from al) classes, 
with a slight bias towards the classes that 
had a good Irish accent and some quality 


that was peculiar to the people oi the country 


and their hives.
